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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  Sto.tes  during  September  vas  estimated  at 
62^0L0_,000  ga.lIons^  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  \.'as  3 percent  less 
than  in  September  I96l,  but  L percent  more  than  the  I956-60  average -for  the  month. 
Aggrego.tc  production  the  first  9 months^  at  5r3;3^5j,000  gallons,  was  1 percent 
larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  I96I  and  L percent  greater  than  the 
5 -year  average  for  these  months.  Output  declined  18  percent  from  August  to  Septem- 
ber, dropping  the  same  as  the  average  seasonal  decline  in  the  I956-60 'period.  The 
decrease  between  these  months  in  I96I  was  16  percent.  Tem.peratures  during  September 
averaged  cooler  than  normal  in  most  of  the  country,  but  ^.'ore  above  nonaal  in  (l)  an 
area  including  the  North  Pacific  States,  Eastern  California,  and  much  of  the  Great 
Basin,  (2)  a Gulf  Coast  strip  from  soutln/e stern  Alabama  to  western  Texas  and  south- 
eastern IIe\;  Mexico,  and  (3)  southern  and  eastern  Florida. 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  September  ’vas  less  than  a year  earlier  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Atlantic,  \;herc  it  was  3 percent  more,  and  the  Mountain, 
where  it  was  11  percent  larger.  Decreases  in  all  other  regions  ranged  from  1 per- 
cent in  the  Pacific  to  7 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic.  In  the  .three  leading 
ice  cream-producing  states,  output  vi\z  down  3 percent  in  Nei/  York,  11  percent  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  2 percent  in  California,  .production  i/as  off  3 percent  .in  both 
the  East  North  Central  and  the  Ihst  North  Central  States,  and  5 percent  in  the 
South  Central.  

Compared  with  the  I956-60  average  for  September,  changes  in  'ice  creajii  produc- 
tion by  regions  veve  varied.  Manufacture  was  9 percent  less  in  the  South  Central 
Region,  •i/here  all  states  showed  decrca.ses  except  Texas.  Production  was  off  3 per- 
cent in  the  \:est  North  Central  States  a.nd  2 percent  in  'the  Pacific.  . Increases  in 
all  other  regions  ranged  from  5 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  to  12  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic.  Output  increased  9 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  where 
shai’p  gains  in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  New  York  outweighed  losses  in  the 
remaining  stcies.  Production  increased  10  percent  in  the  Mountain  States.  In  the 
three  leading  producing  states,  ice  cream  manufacture  -t/as  I9  percent  more  in 
New  York,  while  it  was  3 percent  less  in  Pennsylvania  and  2 percent  smaller  in 
California.

This  vas  1 percent 
smaller  than  in  September  19^1,  but  17  percent  larger  than  the  I956-60  average  for 
the  month.  Output  in  the  first  9 months  of  this  year,  totaling  40,525,000  gallons, 
vas  up  4 percent  from  the  corresponding  period  in  I96I  and  27  percent  from  the 
5 -year  o-vcrage . 

Production  declined  27  percent  from  August  to  September  this  year,  compared 
with  21  percent  last  year  and  I8  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I956-6O  period. 

Sharp  seasonal  losses  were  shown  in  all  important -producing  states  except  South 
Carolina. 

Compo-red  \;ith  September  I96I,  production  decreased  in  all  states  except 
South  Carolina,  Louisiana  and  California.

UATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  September  was  estimated 
at  2,585,000  gallons  - 9 percent  less  than  in  September  I96I,  but  I5  percent  more 
than  the  I956-60  average  for  the  month.  Output  declined  45  percent  from  August  to 
September,  compared  with  40  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  47  percent  on 
the  average  in  the  preceding  5~yoar  period.  Sharp  seasonal  losses  occurred  in 
all  regions . 

Compared  \r±th  September  I96I,  i/ater  ice  output  decreased  in  all  regions  except 
the  South  Central  and  the  Uest,  \7here  it  increased  only  slightly.
